A BOOM in Banbury business has 
been hailed as the secret behind a 
drop in claims for Jobseekers Al¬ 
lowance. 

Figures released by the Office for Na¬ 
tional Statistics showed the number of 
people claiming for the benefit in Cher- 
well had dropped by more than a third. 

A total of 496 people were claiming 
across the district on June 11, down 
from 710 at the same time last year. 

From the total of people claiming 
JSA, 293 were men while 203 were wom¬ 
en and this year’s figure equates to 0.5 
per cent of the town’s population. 

The president of the Banbury Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, Richard Hunter, said 
he was not surprised with the figures 
given a surge in business interest. 

Mr Hunter added: “We have low un¬ 
employment in Banbury anyway, so it 
does not surprise me. 

“I think the businesses are doing bet¬ 
ter. Banbury is attracting more interest 
to it and I think things are going well in 
this area, so business is positive.

“I think, with all these different de¬ 
velopments going on, we are going to 
be bringing far more jobs in to the town 
over the next couple of years and I 
think it will improve even further than 
that, because we are soon to be getting 
a lot of growth in the area. I do not see 
why we can’t top that next year.” 

Earlier this year, it was reported that 
unemployment levels in Oxfordshire 
were at their lowest in the past decade. 

Figures showed that 3.3 per cent of 
the county’s working age population, 
equivalent to 11,700 people, were job¬ 
less in 2014, which was the lowest level 
recorded since 2006. 

Sally Dicketts, chief executive of 
Activate Learning, which runs City 
of Oxford College and Banbury and 
Bicester College, said more courses to 
get youngsters into employment were 
behind the drop in people claiming 
Jobseekers Allowance in Cherwell. 


She added: “I’m not entirely sur¬ 
prised, given young people aged 16 to 18 
now have to stay in full-time education. 

“We have worked with local employ¬ 
ers on live projects and set up ‘learning 
companies’, so that if you come and do 
hairdressing, we have hairdressers and 
beauticians students they can work 
with. 

“Also, there are more jobs in Oxford¬ 
shire. It’s a thriving place and we are 
creating employment.” 
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Arrests follow fight with burglars 


TWO men were hurt in a fight 
with a man inside a Banbury 
building they were trying to 
burgle, police have said. 

They got into the property, 
in Harlech Close, at 12.30am 
on July 11.

Two men - aged 28 and 22 - 
were arrested on suspicion of 
attempted burglary and later 
bailed. A 50-year-old was 
arrested on suspicion of 
causing grievous bodily harm 
and subsequently bailed.

Mum puzzled 
about syringe 
in neck claim 


Police told anonymously that 
victim was jabbed with needle

RELATIVES of a man who died 
from a cocktail of illegal drugs 
fear he may have been the victim 
of foul play after an anonymous 
tip-off that he had been jabbed in 
the neck with a syringe. 

Christopher Copas went to a friend’s 
flat and began a three-day binge on par¬ 
ty drug mephedrone. 

He was also said to have been taking 
other tablets “like Smarties”. 

After two nights without sleep, the 
31-year-old staggered out of the bath¬ 
room and collapsed in front of Sabrina 
Sells and partner Paul Hopkins, an in¬ 
quest hearing was told. 

Giving evidence at Oxford Coroner’s 
Court last Thursday, Mr Hopkins said: 
“He looked as if he’d aged 10 years.” 

Miss Sells told the inquest hearing: 
“Christopher collapsed into my arms. 

“I realised he had overdosed. He nev¬ 


er regained consciousness.” 

They raised the alarm and paramedics 
went to the studio flat in Bridge Street, 
Banbury, but Mr Copas later died at the 
Horton General Hospital, on April 3. 

Mr Copas’s mother, Julie, told the hear¬ 
ing that her family still felt a “degree of 
uncertainty” about the death. 

They had been informed that an anony¬ 
mous caller had alleged to police that Mr 
Copas had been killed when someone 
jabbed a needle into his neck. 

However, investigating officer Detec¬ 
tive Sergeant Richard Pickering told the 
court: “I don’t give it any weight whatso¬ 
ever, in relation to this.” 

A post-mortem examination found that 
Mr Copas, of Banbury Road in the village 
of Moreton Pinkney, Northamptonshire, 
died from multiple drug toxicity after 
taking large quantities of mephedrone, 
as well as ingesting heroin, crack and 
cannabis. 

Recording a narrative verdict, Oxford¬ 
shire coroner Darren Salter said: “Alter¬ 
native causes of death on the evidence 
are multiple drug toxicity or possible 
anaphylaxis [severe allergic reaction]. 

“It’s not possible to say for certain on 
the evidence which of these alternative 
two causes resulted in his death.” 



Tributes paid to

Jules Bianchi's car crashed into a crane 


A DRIVER of former Banbury-based FI 
team Marussia has died from head 
injuries sustained in a race crash last 
year. 

Jules Bianchi’s family posted the news 
on his Twitter feed on Saturday and it 
was later confirmed by the Manor FI 
team, which has taken over Marussia. 

The 25-year-old had been in a coma 
since the October 5 accident at the 
Japanese Grand Prix, where he collided 
with a crane being used to pick up 
another crashed car. 

A statement issued by parents 
Philippe and Christine, brother Tom 
and sister Melanie said: “Jules fought 
right to the very end, as he always did. 
The pain we feel is immense and 
indescribable.” 

The Manor team tweeted: “We are 
devastated to lose Jules after such a 
hard-fought battle. It was a privilege to 
have him race for our team.” 

Mr Bianchi competed in 34 races over 
the 2013 and 2014 seasons.

THE owner of a Banbury restau¬ 
rant wants other businesses to pro¬ 
mote breastfeeding in public, after 
growing frustrated with online re¬ 
ports of mothers being discouraged 
from the practise. 

Ilja Harvey, 42, runs Little Amsterdam, 
a deli and Dutch pancake house that has 
been operating in North Bar Street for 
about seven months. 

As of last Wednesday, the town centre 
cafe has been offering free cups of herb¬ 
al tea to mothers who choose to breast¬ 
feed in the cafe. 

A sign has also been placed outside 
the eaterie, informing passers-by of the 
establishment’s new pro-breastfeeding 
stance. 

Ms Harvey has also had stickers print¬ 
ed, to encourage other Banbury busi¬ 
nesses to do the same. 

She said: “Ever since I opened the res¬ 
taurant, I have given a glass of water to 
anyone breastfeeding, because it’s im¬ 
portant to replenish. 

“Some people here have said it’s really 
difficult to find somewhere comfortable 
and that is quite wrong. 

“I saw a post on Facebook about a 
woman in Primark, who went to a cor-

Borrow books from phone 
box as popular initiative has 
a dedicated new home

A LANDMARK phone box li¬ 
brary was opened in Banbury 
on Saturday following months 
of local campaigning. 

At a ceremony outside St John’s 
Church in South Bar Street a 
range of members from Banbury 
Town Council, BT, Hawkins Steel 
and former MP Sir Tony Baldry 
were on hand to unveil the new at¬ 
traction. 

Banbury Town Council leader 
Kieron Mallon said everyone in¬ 
volved should be proud of their 
role in keeping the phone box li¬ 
brary alive. 

Mr Mallon added: “This is the 
perfect ending to a long-running 
saga. 

“It is a positive outcome when all 
seemed lost and I’d like to thank 
everyone concerned for their ef¬ 
forts, it is a job well done.” 

An anonymous beneficiary had 
installed shelves and books in a 
phone box on site last year but the 
popular move was then scuppered 
by BT on the grounds of health 
and safety earlier this year. 

But local residents and Banbury 
Town Council protested to keep 
the phone box library up and run¬ 
ning. 

Then the council and BT agreed 


that the communications service 
would build a second phone box next 
to it, installed and maintained by the 
council. 

Commercial field officer for BT 
Phil Bennett said it was the heartfelt 
response from locals that motivated 
the agreement. 


Mr Bennett added: “This was an 
unusual situation that required a 
special solution.” 

Banbury company Hawkins Steel 
had volunteered to install the new 
box with shelving before work had 
begun last month. 

It is hoped by the council that lo¬ 


cals walking through the town will 
borrow the books, return them and 
then add new ones. 

The anonymous beneficiary be¬ 
hind the phone box library, who is 
also a Banbury resident, said: “It 
was lovely and the community really 
came together.”

Melinda Tilley, cabinet 
memberfor children, 
education and families, said: 
"It is traditionally more 
difficult to find foster carers 
who are open to looking 
after teenagers, with many 
feeling unable to manage 
the more complex and 
challenging needs of an 
older child. 

"But it is a huge 
opportunity to make a 
difference to a young 
person's life at a crucial time 
in their development. We'd 
love to hear from people 
who think they could 
provide that support and 
guidance." 

In April, the county council 
announced it would invest 


£180,000 to create 'foster 
care hubs', where staff will 
offer extra support to foster 
parents. 

As well as people 
interested in offering homes 
to teenagers, the council is 
especially interested in 
hearing from people open to 
fostering sibling groups and 
disabled children.

Foster parent calls for more

A FOSTER parent has said 
more people in Oxfordshire 
should offer their homes to 
over-13s. 

Laura Church, 33, has been host¬ 
ing teenage foster children for 
eight years and said the experi¬ 
ence was “really rewarding”. 

In March, Ms Church gave birth 
to her first son, Chase, and her 
14-year-old foster child, who has 
several siblings of his own living 
elsewhere, was able to give advice. 

She said: “Kian and my mum 
stayed at home, but as soon as I 
had the baby he came to the hospi¬ 
tal. He was so excited. 

“He’s used to young children and 
showed me how to put the sling 
on and put the buggy up, and sang 
songs to Chase.” 

This week, Oxfordshire County 
Council began a new drive to re¬ 
cruit more foster parents for teen¬ 
agers. 

There are 549 children in care 
in Oxfordshire, but only 384 in 
foster placements. Over-13s make 
up about half of the total number, 
with 266 in care. 

The council’s fostering team has 
created a promotional video, now 
on YouTube. 

Ms Church, who has fostered 


about 10 teenagers, said: “There are 
challenges. I sometimes experience 
them running away or have to deal 
with self-harm. 

“Some might have problems going 
to all their lessons or need an adapt¬ 
ed time at school. 

“But it’s very rewarding. They get 


settled. It’s a difficult age for them 
and you are teaching them life skills 
and independence. I had one girl that 
came to me with her school attend¬ 
ance at 20 per cent, and six months 
later she was at 100 per cent.” 

She gave her support to the coun¬ 
cil’s campaign, adding: “They have 


got a lot on their books and they need 
homes. 

“I feel they should be cared for 
until they feel comfortable, not un¬ 
til they’re 18. My brother, Decklan, 
was fostered when he was three - 
he’s now 19 - and if he had had the 
chance he would have stayed longer.”

What can I do to support my 
cat before any changes are 
obvious? 

It is important that you always feed 
your cat a quality diet, particularly 
during their growth period, so you can 
be sure you are doing all you can to 
nutritionally support your pet’s joints. 

We would recommend those diets 
that take both the animal’s age and 
its breed (where appropriate) into 
consideration, so you can be sure that 
what you are feeding is tailored as best 
as possible to your cat’s needs. 

It is also recognised that pets carrying 
extra weight (if they are overweight 
or obese) are more likely to develop 
changes in their mobility. This is a key 
area in which you, as a proactive 
pet owner, can really make a huge 
difference to your cat. It is vital that 
you always weigh out your pet’s food 
and follow the feeding guidelines 
appropriately, for your cat’s age, size 
and activity level. Remember, feeding 
guides are just that - a guide - and 
they may need to be tailored to make 
them appropriate for each individual, 
so you may need to adjust them slightly 
depending on your vet’s advice.

Q l want to support my pet’s 
joints as best I can. In 
fact I am thinking about 
supplementing their diet with 
essential oils; but I’m not sure 
what is best to use. What is safe 
for my pet? 


Jk We would never advise 
supplementing your pet’s 
diet with anything unless 
it has been specifically recom¬ 
mended by their veterinary sur¬ 
geon. Whilst omega 3 fatty acids 
and other nutrients may help to 
nutritionally support healthy joints 
you should always take guid¬ 
ance from a vet before adding 
anything to your pet’s food. This 
is because supplements (such 
as those designed for human 
use) may cause an imbalance 
in your pet’s nutritional status. 
Some supplements designed for 
human use, can even cause tox¬ 
icity in some pets (for example: 
cod liver oil can cause vitamin A 
toxicosis in cats, so should always 
be avoided). Your vet will proba¬ 
bly feel that veterinary approved 
supplements are a better choice. 
They may even decide that the 
best course of action would be to 
feed a complete diet that is nu¬ 
tritionally designed to support the 
joints, so that nothing else further 
needs to be added and there¬ 
fore there is no risk of unbalanc¬ 
ing the diet.

DESPITE gargantuan 
advances in medical 
science, we still don’t fully 
understand the complexities 
of the human brain: its 
ability to process vast 
quantities of information, 
solve problems and store 
memories at speeds that put 
supercomputers to shame. 

Pixar Animation Studios, 
the wizards who conjured 
the Toy Story trilogy, 
contemplate the vagaries 
of neuropsychology with 
this visually stunning and 
emotionally rich comedy, 
which unfolds predominantly 
inside the head of a little 
girl. 

This high-brow concept 
doesn’t seem like the most 
accessible subject matter for 
a family-oriented computer 
animation. 

Directors Pete Docter 
and Ronaldo Del Carmen 
elegantly tilt their film at the

From the moment she 
opens her eyes, Riley’s mood 
is shaped by five coloured 
emotions - golden Joy (Amy 
Poehler), blue Sadness 
(Phyllis Smith), purple Fear 
(Bill Hader), red Anger 
(Lewis Black) and green 
Disgust (Mindy Kaling) - 
which bicker behind a large 
control desk laden with 
buttons and levers. 

Joy is the dominant 
emotion in Headquarters 
and she safeguards Riley’s 
memories, which are stored 
as glowing orbs, tinged with 
the colour of the emotion 
that prevailed at the time. 

When Riley turns 11, 
her parents relocate from 
Minnesota to San Francisco. 

Traumatic events such as 
a first day at a new school 
nudge Sadness to the fore. 

Following an altercation, 
sworn rivals Joy and 
Sadness are expelled from 
Headquarters and find 
themselves stranded in the 
labyrinth of Riley’s long¬ 
term memories. 

Aided by Riley’s imaginary 
friend Bing Bong (Richard 
Kind), Joy and Sadness blaze 
a haphazard trail on the 
chugging train of thought 
back to Fear, Anger and 
Disgust, who have been left 
in charge of Headquarters, 
with disastrous 
consequences.

The Watchmaker Of Filigree Street 

by Natasha Pulley, hardback 
by Bloomsbury Circus, £12.99 
(ebook £7.47) 

Opening the gorgeous cover of 
this debut - a steampunk-inspired 
green and gold design of cogs and 
clockwork - I had high hopes for 
the Victorian-era novel. And I was 
not disappointed. The fictitious 
plot is rooted in history: specifically, 
an Irish nationalist bomb attack on 
Scotland Yard in 1884. 

Home Office telegraphist Thaniel 
Steepleton narrowly avoids the 
blast, after being alarmed by a 
pocket watch that mysteriously ap¬ 
peared in his home, and sets out to 
find the watchmaker to discover if 
he is linked to the terrorists. 
Observing Filigree Street-dwelling 
Keita Mori, Thaniel finds himself 
moving towards a future that 
frightens and entrances him. 

Pulley weaves references to events 
in Britain and Japan into a plot 
involving a cross-dressing woman 


studying "ether" at Oxford and a 
quasi-sentient clockwork octopus. 
The author's time in Japan pays off 
with well-observed descriptions of a 
foreign culture, while equal rights, 
burgeoning scientific developments 
and clashes of the English class 
system are touched upon. A tight 
plot trots along perhaps too much 
like clockwork, but that's a small 
criticism for a first novel. 

West Of Sunset by Stewart 
O'Nan, hardback by Allen & 
Unwin, £12.99 (ebook £5.78) 

In 2013, a typed manuscript of a 
minor Scott Fitzgerald story, with 
the author's handwritten notes, 
sold for more than $100,000. It 
would have seemed a bitter irony 
to the author who, despite acclaim, 
spent his last years struggling 
to keep his head above a sea of 
troubles.

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New MP finds surprising 
friends at Westminster

WITH 17 years of experience as 
a civil service lawyer, Victoria 
Prentis did not face quite the 
same culture shock as some new 
MPs after being elected to the 
House of Commons. 

But it has not all been plain sail¬ 
ing for the 44-year-old since arriving 
at Westminster, where predecessor 
Sir Tony Baldry sat in the House of 
Commons for 32 years. 

More than 100 new MPs, including 
Mrs Prentis, were returned to Par¬ 
liament and needed to be inducted 
into life in the Palace of Westmin¬ 
ster. 

The member for Banbury found 
that things can move slowly in the 
Commons, when her office com¬ 
puter took more than two months to 
arrive. 

She said she had been surprised 
by the amount of assistance she had 
received. 

She said: “It is much more col¬ 
legiate and much friendlier than I 
expected. 

“Sir Tony is very well and he is al¬ 
ways willing to give advice, if I ask 
for it. He is on top form. 

“What surprised me was the extent 
to which you make political friends 


in other parties. 

“People are really willing, particu¬ 
larly if you have a shared interest, to 
talk to you. 

“[Labour MP] Emily Thornberry 
has been very friendly. She wrote me a 
sweet note about my maiden speech.” 

Mother-of-two Mrs Prentis lives 
in Somerton and is spending most 
nights at home, although late finishes 
on Mondays mean she often has to 
stay in a hotel in London once a week. 

Many MPs spend much more time 
in the capital, as they represent con¬ 
stituencies which take longer to get 
back to. 

She said: “The main thing is, I want 
to take the kids to the bus three days a 
week if I possibly can. 

“My husband has learned how to 
use the washing machine and has 
dealt well with a lot of things he 
hasn’t dealt with before. 

“The children are fine; slightly em¬ 
barrassed but fine.” 

For some new MPs, there is the 
added difficulty of not just adjusting 
to Westminster but to a constituency 
they have never lived in before. 

As a local woman, Mrs Prentis said 
she did not have that added worry. 

She said: “Being a former constitu¬ 
ent is an enormous help. 

“I know the issues without having to 
think about it and it is very easy for 
me to get about and to have a quick 
meeting at home in the mornings be¬ 
fore I come down [to Westminster], 

“It also means when I walk into a 
room in the constituency, I know at 
least one person and often several, 
which makes life much easier.” 



Murder denied

PEOPLE carriers are all 
about comfort and space - 
the more the merrier.
